Applicant argues that claims 1 and 15 are allowable and presents two main arguments. 

Applicant argues that Kaya's link member (21) is not "rotatably coupled to the swing jaw". However, within a reasonably broad 
interpretation, Kaya's link member (21) is rotatable as shown in Figure 2. Kaya's link member (21) is also coupled to the swing jaw as 
shown in Figure 2. 

Applicant also argues that Kaya's biasing portion (24) does not bias the toggle plate support member (21). However, if Kaya's biasing 
portion (24) does not provide any biasing force at all, the toggle plate support member (21) is likely to move to the right side, or shoot out 
to the right side. 
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
